PLANS FOR KENTUCKY RACING. 

Cincinnati, O., November 4.- -When Colonel Mil- 
ton Young, of the McGratliiana Stud, and a mem- 
ber of the State Racing Commission, was here a 
few days ago, he made it clear to the writer that 
the eommission intends to conserve tlie best in- 
terests of racing in Kentucky. The commission 
would, of course, like to see tlie sport go along 
contimionsly tlirongliout tlie summer at Lexington, 
Louisville and Lutonia, if eonditions and the popu- 
lations of tliese various cities warranted it. But 
the e«nnmission realizes tliat Lexington, Louisville 
and I.atonia, the latter track drawing its patron- 
age from Cluciiiiiati, can onl.v support limitial 
racing. TTicrefore dales aiiotlicr year will lie liidd 
eloNi* to tlio rt*qiiirements just as they have beeu 
this season. 

Colomd Young expressed liimself as of the opin- 
ion tliat the Kentucky law could not be very 
greatly improved uikih, and tliat all states in tlie 
union when* tlioronglilired sport has a footliohl. 
would sooner or later have to adopt a similar 
law. «ir one planned in aeeordam'C witli tht* New 
York law, after wliieh Hie Kentucky law was in 
a measure patterned. Of course the race tracks 
and the liorsiMium object to some of tlie restric- 
tions wliicii Hie 1 ‘onimission lias placed on Hie 
sport in Hie last ye;ir. But Hie race tracks and 
tin* liorscmcn are alike sliort-sightiMl and likely 
to (»lijeet to almost aiiytiiiiig tliat stands in Hu> 
way of immediate profits. A majority of the mem- 
Im is of the commission are lireeders and iiorsemen 
ami tlioy are far-siglited enougli not to let tlie 
imiiiediate future oliseure the iMissihilitics of years
